What you may not have known is 
that this particular issue of* CAR toons is 
an anniversary issue , commemorating 
(read: celebrating) its 30th Year of 
existence as an incredibly popular 
magazine with those capable and 
willing to see the humorous p ossibibt m 
connected with every known 
automotive/humait relationship 
completely around our planet's surface 
(and, infrequently, taking place 
underground, underwater or on a 
neighboring planet). You may agree all 
that much entertain mentis worth a 
celebration issue now and then. If not, 
too bad for you because that’s exactly 
what you purchased when you sensibly 
bought this Copy of CA Rtoons joyously 
clutched in your car-loving hands. 

We can view this whole 100-page 
thirtg another way. Think of it as some 
kinda parade. A procession of never 
ending fun consisting of wild, weird and 
(sometimes) philosophical stories, 
interiewsl gags, jokes, blurbs and 
photographs ever to be bound between a 
dignified back-cover and an awesomely 
colorful painting on the front-cover. 
Usually a funny painting that matches 
all the maniacal whimsey found in the 
pages clear back to that rear-cover; Still 
with us. reader-type? Okay, so what 
we’re talking here is this issue’s float 
rolling past your car-hungry eyes in a 
cavalcade (read: parade ) that’s 30-years 
in length toward the Past and 
who-only-knows how far it will stretch 
toward a future Whenever. 

Got that? Good. A big fat 1 A ’ for 
those who dig it. 

A history is only boring when you 
must memorize dates, names, events 
and places. CARtoons ’ history doesn’t 
expect anyone to waste his or her time 
or energy memorizing a ton of dull data 
like how many actual pages of insanity 
were published in 30-years. Or how 
many spelling errors appeared in the 
magazine between Then and Now. Or 
even, who was drawing what exactly a 
decade-and-a-half ago. If you happen to 
be a serious math-freak who must have 
data like that, send a note to our 
.Archives Editor. If she not as busy as 
she should be, gone on vacation, faking 
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a need for sick leave or developing an 
attitude toward screwballs who demand 
access to the Petersen Publishing 
Company’s topsecret data, she’ll 
probably dump your nosy note on 
CARtoons' present Editor What he'll 
do with it is anyone’s dumb gueSvS. 

Rumor has it that he’s the only 
Editor with wall-to-wall wastebaskets in 
the entire Company. That’s the good 
rumor. The bad rumor is, he collects 
paper like it was going to be illegal any 
minute (read: worth its weight by the 
pound when sold to outfits like The 
Cub Scouts, The Campfire Girls and 
The Natural Hot Rod Society. And 
maybe The Upscale Association Of 
Dragsirip Lessors). Whatever. 

Now that the gnarly word editor 
crept into this previously classy 
historical report, there’s no way out but 
to go ahead and include the mercifully 
brief history of those who were and are 
totally responsible for the entire gaudy 
caravan (fead: parade, again), lo, these 
past 30-years in which CARtoons 
dependably appeared on magazine 
stands and, most lately*, in mailboxes by 
subscription. All the guys who edited 
CARtoons were writer/ourtonnists 
before becoming editors, hence they 
understood the weird people who write 
and draw humor. That’s one reason 
why PPC hired them Another reason 
is, none Of the spiffy real editors 
already employed by the Company were 
too enthused about putting a humor 
magazine together or dealing with 
strange contributors—not even an 
automotive humor publication fand 
them car experts who have forgotten 
more about automobiles than any 
cartoonist or writer will ever learn even 
if they attend car trade schools clear 
into the Year 2000.) Really and truly 

Are you braced for some fast history? 

Fact. In August 1959, a matched pair 
of creative types (read: fulltime 
freelance writers/cartoonists) mutually 
designed an automotive humor 
magazine dummy —a blueprint for ail 
finished magazines—and called it 
CARtoons, probably because they were 
too exhausted, having worked all day 
and night, to dream-up a better title. 
These intrepidly worn and tired persons 
were called Peter Millar and Carl 
Kohler by their respective parents, 
friends and the IRS. Other 
cartoonist/writer types had more 
colorful names for them. None of which 
are important or can be historically 
recorded in a family automotive humor 
magazine. So much for CARtoons * 
actual birth. 

Fact: They took the magazine 


dummy to Petersen Publishing 
Company where Publisher Robert E. 
“Pete” Petersen agreed to look at it. 
After visibly flinching, Publisher 
Petersen bought the dummy—assigning 
further development to its inventors. 

Fact: CARtoons appeared that same 
year as a *one-shot’ test publication. 
Neither MAD Magazine nor CUTSEY 
COMIX commited suicide. 

Fact: For the next two years, Millar 
contracted to edit and produce 
CARtoons which went quarterly one 
year and bi-monthly the next year. 
Kohler is believed to have dropped 
from the scene to learn skateboarding 
on beach sand and other esoteric (read: 
unstable) disciplines. 

Fact: Then, an imaginative guy 
named Dick Day was hired, on salary, 
to edit CARtoons. Being a natural-bom 
promoter, he did much to keep the 
magazine going nicely in the right 
direction. Having a reasonable 
knowledge of custom ear building and 
hot rodding made his efforts effective 
and beneficial to the publication. 

Factr Time elapsed md CARtoons 
next editor was named Lynn Wineland. 
His ideas and handling improved the 
magazine’s contents. He even imbued it 
with a kinder, gentler mood without 
losing an ounce of its humorous 
impunity —which was no mean trick. 

Note To Readerk Please don’t 
carelessly memorize any of this data 
because none Of it will n&ake any 
difference a hundred years from now 
(or even by the rime you've graduated 
from school >. Scout’s Honor. 

Fact: After Wineland left, Carl 
Kohler returned to CARtoons where he 
did his best to explore new dimensions 
of car humor but succeeded only in 
advancing sales despite his basic 
mistrust of machines. 

Fact: Immediately following came 
Jack Bonestell who—having had 
professional clowning experience—deftly 
re-directed the CARtoons mood back to 
its teenage and pre-teen audience who 
instantly responded with sullen relief 
and delight. 

Fact: Because Change itself is the 
only Constant and Fate loves a neat 
stunt, things suddenly shifted 
unexpectedly at CARtoons and its next 
editor was Dennis Ellefson (an 
Aquarian Inventor) who promptly 
proceeded to (1) revise the whole 
magazine, (2) revise himself and (3) 
startle the freelance crew by discovering 
and featuring a woman contributor. 
Ellefson still edits the magazine and 
holds the record for having edited it 
longer (sheer magic, of course) than 
previous editors. 

And there you have it-such as it is,
